World  Wide  Changes 


WORLD  CUP 

Brazil's  offense  got  all  the  attention 
beforehand,  but  its  defense  wound  up 
stopping  Italy  —  and  winning  the 
World  Cup,  soccer's  ultimate  prize. 
"Defense  won  the  game,"  Aldair,  one  of 
the  new  heroes,  said  after  the  match. 
"Maybe  this  will  earn  Brazilian  defend- 
ers some  recognition." 

BASEBALL  STRIKE 

The  1994  baseball  season  ended  on 
the  34th  day  of  the  major  league  players 
strike.  The  team  owners  canceled  the  rest 
of  the  season,  including  the  playoffs  and 
the  World  Series  for  the  first  time  since 
1904.  The  season  floundered  on  the 
owners'  insistence  on  capping  player 
salaries.  The  players  refused,  went  on 
strike,  and  in  a  month  the  season  was 


WHITE  HOUSE  PLANE  CRASH 

Nothing  may  ever  explain  for  sure 
why  a  Maryland  trucker,  Frank  Corder, 
stole  a  small  plane  near  Baltimore  and 
crashed  it  into  the  White  House  shortly 
before  2AM  on  September  15,  1994. 
Neither  President  Clinton  nor  his  family 
were  home  when  Corder  smashed  into 
the  South  Lawn  and  the  plane  burst  into 
flames. 

CUBAN  REFUGEES 

Cuba's  boat  people,  heading  north  on 
almost  anything  that  would  float,  were 
desperate  to  come  to  the  United  States  to 
escape  the  poverty  and  hunger  of  their 
Communist  island.  The  U.S  Coast 
Guard  intercepted  more  than  1,000  of 
the  craft  in  one  day  in  early  September. 

CRIME  BILL 

President  Clinton  signed  a  $30  mil- 
lion crime  law,  but  warned  his  audience 
at  a  White  House  ceremony  that  the  bill 
would  not  stop  the  violence  plaguing  the 
nation.  The  law  banned  many  assault 
firearms,  allowed  the  death  penalty  for 
more  federal  crimes  and  provided  bil- 
lions of  dollars  over  six  years  to  build 
prisons  and  hire  police.

MISS  AMERICA  1995 

A  deaf  woman  jrom  Alabama  became 
the  first  contestant  unth  a  disability  to 
win  the  Miss  America  Pageant.  The 
6Hth  Miss  America  was  21  -year-old 
Heather  Whitestone.  After  receiving  the 
crown,  she  signed  "I  love  yrm"  amidst 
thunderous  applause  from  the  audience 
at  the  Atlantic  City  Conventum  (Center. 
Her  slogan  in  the  competition  was 
"Youth  Motivation:  Anything  is  Possi- 
ble." Whitestone  said  she  didn't  think  it 
would  be  hard  for  a  deaf  woman  to  be 
Miss  America.  "I  think  I'll  do  it  just 
fine. " 

RWANDA 

The  civil  war  in  Rwanda  began  with 
a  plane  crash  that  killed  the  president. 
Before  the  year  was  over  another 
500,000  Rwandans  had  been  killed 
and  another  2  million  had  fled  the  Af- 
rican nation  for  the  safety  of  refugee 
camps  in  Zaire  and  other  neighboring 
countries.  Extremists  began  a  series  of 
mass  killings  that  a  United  Nations 
panel  later  characterized  as  genocide 
believing  that  the  Tutsis  were  respon- 
sible for  the  presidents  death. 


HAITI 

The  United  States  went  to  the  brink  of 
invading  Haiti,  its  neighbor  to  the 
south,  but  at  the  last  minute  Haiti's 
military  rulers  bowed  to  the  United  Na- 
tions and  promised  to  cede  power  to  the 
elected  president  whom  they  had  ousted, 
Jean-Bertrand  Aristide.  About  21,000 
U.S.  troops  eventually  landed  on  the 
island.  They  were  followed  by  an  in- 
ternational force  charged  with  keeping 
the  peace  until  Aristide,  who  had  been  in 
exile  in  the  U.S.,  could  consolidate  con- 
trol. 

AGASSI  WINS  U.S.  OPEN 

Andre  Agassi  was  one  of  the  best 
known  entrants  in  the  1994  U.S.  0pm, 
but  a  year  of  largely  indifferent  tennis 
had  left  him  unseeded  and  unheralded. 
So  ex'eryone  was  amazed  when  he  won 
the  tournament  —  including  .\gassi. 
"I'm  still  in  a  state  of  shock,"  he  told  the 
crowd  at  the  U.S.  Tennis  Center.  He  did 
it  with  relative  ease,  racing  through  six 
opponents  before  a  straight  set  victory  in 
the  final.

In  California's  Si- 
erra Nevada,  exhausted  firefighters  de- 
clared victory  on  August  24  over  the  fire 
that  had  burned  for  eight  days.
